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City Council Reviews and Questions 
Staff’s “Nasty” Budget Projections

At least one council candi- 
date in the recent election ex- 
pressed “hope for better than 
budgeted revenues...” to help 
ease the city’s fiscal crunch. 
Unfortunately, the city staff 
now expects that revenues 
will actually fall below the 
projections for the current fis- 


‘cal year, and drop even more 


in the future. 

In addition to the expected 
crunch in the city’s operating 
budget, the capital projects 
budget is also being squeezed 
by overruns in the cost of the 
community center. 


Community Center 


A $300,000 “contingency” 
item was included in the bud- 
get for this project, to allow 
for unexpected expenses. 
However, based upon informa- 
tion Deputy City Manager 
Michael McLaughlin presented 
to council at a November 20 
worksession, the total cost of 
change orders may reach 
nearly $500,000. 

Some of the overruns were 
due to unexpected interpreta- 
tions of county codes. For 
example, McLaughlin said 
that although the Washington 
Suburban Sanitary Commis- 
sion had approved the kitchen 
plans, the on-site inspector 
ruled that the “commercial 
kitchen” standards should ap- 
ply (even though it is ex- 
pected that most kitchen use 
will consist of warming up 
food prepared elsewhere). As 
a result, the center now has a 
grease trap “as big as this 


table,” said McLaughlin, indi- 
cating one of the conference 
tables in the council cham- 
bers. This requirement cost 
the city nearly $12,000. The 
fire department required in- 
stallation of heat cables to 
melt snow from the exterior 
steps and ramps, at a cost of 
over $27,000. 


Other cost increases re- 
sulted from “hidden condi- 
tions” of which the architect 
was unaware. For example, 
water damage to the gymna- 
sium subfloor and the base- 
ment added nearly $46,000 to 
the project cost. A second 
example that caught council’s 
eye was the $25,000 estimate 


for “flammable glue dots.” 


The fire department discov- 
ered that, at some time in the 
past, acoustic tiles had been 
attached to the ceiling using 
glue that does not meet the 
fire codes. Because these 
glue spots are above the drop 
ceiling and, more importantly, 
the sprinkler system, the de- 
partment would not approve 
the facility until all the tiles 
had been removed and the 
dots coated with $80 per gal- 
lon flame retardant paint. 

Additional cost increases 
resulted from unforeseen cir- 
cumstances and errors or 
oversights. 

The councilmembers, par- 
ticularly Rodney Roberts, 
questioned the validity of 
some of these charges, such 
as whether the paint really 
costs $80 per gallon. City 
Manager Daniel Hobbs re- 
sponded that the change or-

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ders are reviewed by two con- 
sultants, who have not found 
evidence of overcharging. 
The councilmembers agreed 
to fund these additional costs 
from a $400,000 state grant 
received last year. They also 
agreed to Roberts’ suggestion 
to explore other, cheaper ways 
to renovate or replace the 
windows, which the grant had 
been expected to cover. 


Additional Fees? 


In addition to the specific 
costs resulting from changes 
to the contract, both. the con- 
tractor and the architect are 
seeking additional money 
from the city. The basis for 
both claims is the length of 
time work on the project has 
continued. The city does not 
agree with the full amount of 
these claims, particularly by 
the architect and is seeking 
additional justification from 
the parties. 

Hobbs suggested three pos- 
sible approaches to these 
claims. Instead, as suggested 
by Councilmember Edward 
Putens, council agreed to un- 
dertake each in sequence, if 


needed. First, the city attor-— 


ney will review the claims 
and meet with the parties in- 
volved. Then, if needed, an 
outside party will be hired to 
review the claims. Finally, if 
an agreement has not been

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Court Rejects City Appeal 
Of Planning Board Decision

Greenbelt’s legal challenge 
of a decision of the Prince 
Georges Planning Board to 
accept a cash fee instead of 
requiring highway improve- 
ments to be completed at the 
time of additional develop- 
ment to Capital Office Park 
was rejected by Judge Darlene 
S. Perry of the Circuit Court 
for Prince Georges County on 
October 17. The judge ruled 
in a very brief opinion that 
she found no error of law and 
that the decision of the plan- 
ning board was fairly debat- 
able. 

Upon reviewing the matter 
at its October 23 meeting, the 
city council instructed City 
Solicitor Robert Manzi to ap- 
peal the decision to the court 
of special appeals. Council 
noted that although the appeal 
had to be filed quickly, there 
would be further time for the 
new council, after the city 
elections, to consider the mat- 
ter further and to withdraw the 
appeal, if it chose to do so. 


Preliminary Plan 


On October 27, 1994 the 
county planning board ap- 
proved the preliminary plan 
for Parcels J-L and Outlot A 
at Capital Office Park. The 
40.28 acre property, much of 
which is wetlands and cannot 
be developed, is located on 
the northwest side of 
Cherrywood Lane between the 
Federal Courthouse and the 
Capital Beltway. The three us- 
able parcels, ranging from 
3.43 to 6.63 acres in size 
could be developed with an- 
other 556,000 square feet of 
office space at the office 
park. As part of the condi- 
tions set forth with its ap- 
proval, the planning board re- 
quired the owners to provide 
a $993,000 fee-in-lieu of 
needed roadway construction. 
The fee is payable in install- 
ments depending on when the 
three proposed office build- 
ings are constructed or if the 
state or county proceeds be- 
fore development with the 
construction of the needed 
road improvements. 

The planning board’s staff 
had determined that the con- 
struction of the three office 
buildings, together with exist- 
ing traffic, would cause unsat- 
isfactory peak hour congestion 
at the intersections of 
Kenilworth Ave with 
Cherrywood and Ivy Lanes, 
Crescent Road and_ the 


off-ramp from the outer circle 


of the Beltway. There would 
also be problems at the inter- 
section of Ivy and Cherry- 
wood Lanes and at Greenbelt 
Road and Cherrywood Lane. 


Needed Improvements 
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make the problem intersec- 
tions function satisfactorily, 
according to the planning 
board staff, consisted of new 
traffic signals and road 
widenings. Signals are rec- 
ommended for Kenilworth Av- 
enue at Cherrywood Lane 
(since installed), and at Ivy 
Lane. At the Beltway ramp 
from the outer lanes the staff 
recommends dualizing the 
right turn lane and controlling 
the traffic entering Kenilworth 
with a signal. A signal also 
is recommended at the inter- 
section of Cherrywood and 
Ivy Lanes. Also, at Ivy Lane 
a second left turn lane from 
northbound Kenilworth is 
needed. At Kenilworth and 
Crescent, the staff recom- 
mended a third northbound 
lane for Kenilworth to be 
shared by right-turning and 
through traffic and a second 
left-turn lane for westbound 
Crescent. Besides the traffic 
signal at Cherrywood and Ivy 
Lane, the staff recommended 
locating the access to one of 
the buildings opposite Ivy 
Lane and restriping Ivy Lane 
to provide a left-turn lane and 
a shared through and right- 
turn lane. At Greenbelt Road, 
the staff recommended provid- 
ing a separate left-turn lane 
on northbound 60th Avenue in 
Berwyn Heights. 


City’s Concern 


The city’s concern with the 
action of the planning board 
was that it did not assure that 
needed transportation im- 
provements would be in place 
when they are needed. When 
the property was rezoned to 
the C-O Commercial Office 
Park category in 1985 by the 
County Council, it was condi- 
tioned upon a development 
phasing plan being approved 
by the planning board at the 
time of subdivision that would 
assess the transportation needs 
for each phase and assure that 
the necessary transportation 
improvements will be in place 
when they are needed. 

Although the developer’s 
share of funds might be pro- 
vided, there was no assurance 
that the remaining funds 
needed to be put up by the 
county or state would be 
available so that the improve- 
ments might be accomplished. 
The city also contended that 
the fee-in-lieu does not meet 
the Planning Board’s own 
regulations for subdivisions 
and the board lacked the au- 
thority to accept such fees. 

Should the city go forward 
with the appeal, the matter 
would probably be heard by 
the Court of Special Appeals 
in the winter or spring. A 
decision could be rendered in 
late spring or summer of 1996 
according to Manzi.

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Members Told New Plans

The Greenbelt Consumer Co- 
operative held its annual meeting 
at the Youth Center on October 
28. Approximately, 50 members 
heard reports from the store man- 
ager, the Coop chairman and its 
treasurer, all three testifying to 
the relative health of the coopera- 
tive. 

Total sales in 1995 reached 
$7,228,389. After figuring ex- 
penses and factoring in a 
$108,348 loss with the service 
station, net income for the year 
was $28,546. $11,571 was given 
out in patronage refunds; an 
equal amount was contributed to 
the employees’ retirement plan. 
Treasurer Joe Timer noted that 
the Co-op had a good debt/equity 
ratio and attributed the coopera- 
tive’s continued prosperity to 
member support, an active Board 
and fine management. 

Bob Davis, the supermarket 
manager, said that the store had a 
relatively good year with weekly 
sales averaging $139,000. Im- 
provements in the past year in- 
clude increased variety in the eth- 
nic, natural and organic food sec- 
tions, a new pharmacy computer 
system and improved staff effi- 
ciency. The store has also formed 
the Mid-Atlantic Cooperative Al- 
liance with six other local co-ops. 
This alliance was formed to pro- 
mote cooperative enterprise and 
to give these stores an opportu- 
nity to purchase natural foods at 
a lower cost, thus enabling the 
Co-op to lower its prices on these

The biggest change on the ho- 
rizon is the move to scanning 
cash registers in the new year. 
The old registers, which have 
been in place since 1980, are 
nearly obsolete.

Greenbelt’s architecture re- | 


flects the intent of the city de- 
signers to create a new type of 
living environment in the 
planned community. Striving to 
promote a progressive lifestyle, 
the designers avoided traditional 
architecture styles in favor of 
those more reflective of the 
growing trend toward modernity 
in architecture. The “modern” 
architectural character of the 
_ buildings set within a “planned” 
community was an important el- 
ement in the overall design of 
Greenbelt, contributing greatly 
to Greenbelt’s historic signifi- 
cance. 

Most of the buildings in Old 
Greenbelt are residential and 
were built in rowhouse blocks. 
The two types of masonry 
homes—brick and cinderblock— 
came in different sizes (one to 
three bedrooms) and in a vari- 
ety of floorplans. Although the 
original uniform design of the 
rowhouses has been lessened 
because of additions and alter- 
ations, much of Greenbelt’s 
original character remains intact. 
In addition, twelve apartment 
buildings as well as experimen- 
tal prefabricated homes were in- 
cluded as part of the original 
Greenbelt design. 

With the onset of World War 
II came the construction of 
housing for employees of the 
Navy and War departments. 
Built mostly on the edges of 
town, the “defense” homes, as 
they were quickly nicknamed, 
were similar in design to the 
rest of the Greenbelt rowhouses, 
but were of frame construction 
with asbestos shingle siding. 
Due to the speed with which 
they were constructed, some of 
the amenities associated with 
the original homes were not 
provided for the defense homes, 
such as garages, inner walkways 
and pedestrian underpasses. 

Greenbelt’s commercial cen- 
ter, now known as Roosevelt 
Center, was intended not only 
as a place for shops, but as a

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community focal point and gath- 
ering place. The curved corners, 
strip windows and horizontal 
emphasis of the two main build- 
ings reflect the strong influence 
of the Art Deco and Streamline 
Moderne styles. Nearby, the 
Greenbelt Center School—the 
only structure in Old Greenbelt 
that is individually listed as a 
County Historic Site—is well 
known for the bas-relief sculp- 
tures depicting the preamble to 
the Constitution, as well as for 
its streamlined buttresses and 
large windows. 


Proposed Boundaries — 

As drawn, the boundaries of 
the potential historic district en- 
compass all of Old Greenbelt, 
including Greenbelt Lake and the 
last remaining segment of the 
original “green belt” of woods. 
Also enveloped by the proposed 
boundaries are three properties 
that are linked historically to 
Greenbelt but are now separated 
from one another by major high- 
ways—a City park (the Walker 
family burial ground), Greenbelt 
City Cemetery and the original 
high school, which is now 
Greenbelt Middle School.

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Fence Taken after Yard Inspected

At the November 16, 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. (GHI) 
Board Meeting, a member re- 
quested reimbursement for the 
removal of a fence from his 
yard by GHI staff during last 
summer’s yard inspection, the 
board expressed grave concern 
about bicyclists riding through 
the woodlands against a city 
ordinance, and Vonda Henry 
has resigned from the GHI 
board; she will be replaced by 
appointment. 


Illegal Bicycling 

Bicycling is not permitted in 
the woodlands. “No Bicycling” 
signs were removed from the 
end of Plateau Place and 
Northway. Bicyclists have been 
witnessed in the vicinity of the 
trails, and a motorcycle was 
also heard. "The Board strongly 
encouraged the city to vigor- 
ously enforce the moratorium 
on bicycling in the woods. 
Board.member Carole Levin in- 
sisted that Greenbelt Police pa- 
trol the “Woodlands.” Accord- 
ing to her, GHI’s members and 
Greenbelt citizens have the 
right to request that the city en- 
force the moratorium.“What is 
the city doing?” she questioned. 
“What is police policy on pa- 
trolling the woods?” she asked. 

Board member Bill Phelan 
recommended that the con- 
cerned board members raise the 
issue at the next city council 
meeting. 


Yard Inspection | 

Levin assertively proposed 
that the yard inspection process 
and procedures be reviewed. 
“Fhe entire program should be 
reviewed ‘systematically and 
thoroughly, and not on an ad 
hoc basis,” she continued. She 
expressed concern that other 
members should be able to 
comment. on the inspections,

Board member Betty Dietch 
and Nat Shinderman. both 
agreed. Shinderman added, 
“The board needs to discuss all 
items concerning the yard in- 
spection program; the entire 
process including all issues 
should be reviewed starting in 
January.” 


Fence Removal 

A member’s deteriorating 
wood rail fence was cited dur- 
ing a 1994 yard inspection. 
GHI notified the member that 
failing to correct the violation 
would result in GHI staff per- 
forming the work. According to 
GHI management, no response 
was received from the member. 
GHI staff attempted to repair 
the fence, but the wood was 
rotted beyond repair. Without 


notifying the member, the fence | 


was removed and disposed of. 
The general manager suggested 
that the member meet with her 
to resolve the dispute. However, 
the member instead proceeded 
to go before the board request- 


ing reimbursement for the miss- | 
ing fence and other items re- | 
moved from the yard. After the | 
member’s presentation, each | 
board member expressed their | 


views on the yard inspection 
program. According to Board 
President Alan Turnbull, only 
the most uncooperative mem- 
bers have been heard from. He 
added, “GHI members want 
GHI to be kept up.” The 


board’s response has been to re- | 
quest GHI to double up on the © 


enforcement program. 
Turnbull’s view is that yard in- 


spections enhance the view of | 
“the community. | 


Shinderman pointed out that 
GHI members own no private 
property. GHI belongs to all its 
members. Shinderman pointed 
out that GHI members own the 
“eye sores” in our community.

He expressed concern for health 
and safety due to some mem- 
bers not abiding by the regula- 
tions. “Uncared for yards do 
not sell houses!” proclaimed 
Shinderman. Finally, 
Shinderman expressed the 
board’s desire to continue the 
“valued” program. 

“The yard inspection pro- 
gram was brought before the 
membership at the annual meet- 
ing,” remarked Board member 
Ray Stevens. He expressed 
misgivings about the way it 
was done. “For GHI to say that

take it away, this is not proper 
behavior.” He continued by 
pointing out that everyone was 
approached the same when in- 
spected.

reached, the parties would make 
their case directly to the City 
Council. 


City Budget 


For the current fiscal year, the 
bad news is that revenues are 
now projected to be $120,800 
less than projected when the bud- 
get was adopted. The good news 
is that expenditures should be 
$133,400 less than budgeted. 
These changes bring expenditures 
closer to revenues and reduce the 
amount of reserves that must be 
used to balance the budget. 

For the next fiscal year, how- 
ever, the “good news” is hard to 
see. Due to several successful 
commercial assessment appeals, 
property tax revenues will be less 
than expected. Income tax rev- 
enues for the current year are 
running roughly $90,000 below 
projections, and grants from all 
levels of government are ex- 
pected to decrease significantly. 
Tax cuts proposed at the federal 
and state level, if approved, will 
further reduce the city’s revenues. 
In addition, Beltway Plaza may 
not renew its partnership with the 
city for the police substation in 
the mall. 

The most recent staff estimates 
project a $673,200 gap between 
revenues and expenditures for 
next year. To put this in context, 
barring other changes, a 12.7 cent 
increase in the property tax rate 
is needed to close this gap. The 
budget gap is projected to in- 
crease to $1.1 million by the 
1998/99 budget.
